OBJECT  OF  THIS  INSTITUTION,  (i) 

The  object  of  this  Institution  is  to  afford  youth  the  advantage  of  a  thorough  English,  Com- 
mercial, and  Scientific  Education.  It  was  founded  in  1862,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Reverend 
Clergy  of  Quebec. 

EDUCATION. 

The  Brothers  have  principally  in  view  to  form  the  heart  and  cultivate  the  mind  of  those  con- 
fided to  their  care,  hence,  the  education  given  is  of  an  essentially  religious  character.  A  paternal 
direction,  an  enlightened  vigilance,  the  maintenance  of  a  mild  yet  firm  discipline,  an  appeal  to  all 
that  awakens  the  nobler  .sentiments,  are  the  general  means  employed  to  inspire  the  pupils  with  a 
taste  for  study  and  a  love  for  religion  and  its  practices. 

STUDIES, 

The  English  language  forms  the  basis  of  the  instruction  given  in  the  Academy,  and  is,  in  conse- 
quence, cultivated  with  the  greatest  care.  Still,  as  the  French  language  is  a  necessary  qualification 
for  all  who  embrace  the  mercantile  profession  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  it  receives  particular 
attention  throughout  the  different  departments. 

(1)  True  to  the  eminently  socUl  views  of  their  holy  Founder,  the  Brothers  continue  to  found,  at  the  same  time  as 
their  day-«chools  and  schools  for  adults,  Academies  and  Commercial  Colleges  for  children  and  yonng  men  of  families  in 
easy  circumstance^.  The  holy  Priest  in  his  declining  years,  found  a  sensible  pleasure  in  teaching  catechism  to  the 
younger  pupils  of  the  Boarding  School  which  he  had  established  at  St.  Yon. 
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The  programme, besides  the  commercial  branches  that  form  the  basis  of  the  instruction,  includes 
the  literary,  scientific,  and  artistic  studies  which  constitute  modern  education. 

Cabinets  of  Natural   History   and  Pliysics,   a  Laboratory,  an  Industrial  Museum,  and  Collec- 
tions of  Casts  and  Lithographs  for  Drawing  are  open  to  the  use  of  the  pupils. 

The  Academy  embraces  three  departments  :  the  Preparatory,  the  Intermediate,  and  the  Aca- 
demic. 

THE  PREPARATORY   DEPARTMENT.

Special  attention  is  here  given  to  the  cultivation  of  the  English  and  French  languages,  so  that 
the  pupils  may  be  able  to  read  and  speak  both  before  advancing  to  the  Intermediate  Department 
or  to  the  study  of  classics. 

To  develop  the  physical  powers  of  the  children,  instructions  on  drilling  and  gymnastics  will  be 
given  by  a  specialist  three  times  a  week,  during  recreation  hours. 

To  comply  with  the  repeated  requests  of  many  parents  and  guardians,  a  class,  to  enable  the 
pupils  to  prepare  their  lessons  and  exercises  after  school-hours  and  on  Thursday  mornings,  has  been 
opened  and  placed  under  the  immediate  control  of  a  special  teacher. 

For  the  accomodation  of  children  living  at  a  distance,  dinner  Avill  be  served  up  at  11.45  A.  M« 
and  a  lunch,  at  4  P.  M.,  for  those  remaining  for  evening  study.

This  course  prepares  for  all  commercial  and  industrial  jjrofessions. 

Tlie  better  to  facilitate  and  illustrate  practical  business,  the  latest  and  most  improved  system 
of  banking  has  been  introduced. 

Thus,  every  form  of  commercial  transactions  is  in  turn  taken  up  and  gone  through  by  the 
student,  as  if  actually  ir  commerce,  until  he  becomes  familiar  with  the  entire  routine  of  mercantile 
affairs. 

He  passes  gradually  through  every  office  from  that  of  tlie  entry  clerk  to  the  accountant,  from 
that  of  the  porter   of  a  bank  to  the  Cashier. 

This  being  the  graduating  department,  none  are  admitted  herein  who  do  not  undergo  a  satis- 
factory examination  before  the  board  of  Examiners. 

Diplomas  are  awarded  once  a  year,  in  May.

The  general  order  of  the  Institution  requires  the  pupils  to  arrive  a  few  minutes  before  the 
beginning  of  class. 

Punctual  attendance  is  demanded  of  all  pupils.  In  case  of  absence,  a  satisfactory  note  of 
explanation  will  be  exacted. 

The  ordinary  weekly  holiday  is  Thursday,  but  it  may  be  replaced  by  a  feast  of  obligation  or  a 
legal  holiday. 

Good  behavior  is  exacted  from  students.  The  rules  of  etiquette  are  regularly  explained  and 
■  their  practice  insisted  on. 

Parents  are  requested  to  see  that  their  children  perform  carefully  the  daily  home-work  given 
in  class  ;  this  self-application  by  the  pupils  of  the  principles  developed  in  the  class-room,  is  indis- 
pensable to  progress  and  success. 

To  afford  parents  an  easy  means  of  communication  with  the  teacher,  each  pupil  receives  a 
small  pamphlet  called  Weekly  Report,  in  which  the  notes  he  has  merited  during  the  week  are 
recorded.  He  is  required  to  present  the  Report  to  his  parents  or  guardians  for  inspection  and  sig- 
nature. 

The  pupils  of  the  respective  classes  are  examined  monthly  by  the  Director. 

After  each  examination  the  pupils  who  have  obtained  two-thirds  of  the  maximum  of  good 
notes,  and  whose  conduct  has  been  satisflictory,  will  receive  an  Hono  -able  Mention. 

For  all  information  concerning  the  conduct  and  work  of  the  children,  parents  are  requested  to 
call  on  the  Director,  at  the  Academy,  from  8.30  to  9.30  A.  M.,  or  from  1  to  1.30  P.  M.,  or  at  Glacis
